N E W Y O R K — ( N E A ) — 


This -"lame-duck" portion of 
the football" season — the 
period between regular-sea- 
son clinchings and the start 
of the play-offs—is usually 
looked upon as the time di- 
visional winners regroup to 
lick their wounds and get 
ready for the i m p e n d i n g 
championship games. 


But, running out the re- 


mainder of 
the schedule 
is not as sim- 
ple as it may 
appear. The 
big r i s k of 
losing a key 
player with 
an injury in 
a game that 
doesn't mean 
much in the 
standings is paramount in 
the minds of coaches. And 
maintaining the momentum 
that carried them through 
the r e g u l a r season is an- 
other factor coaches worry 
about at this stage of the 
year. But nobody can blame 
them. 


How do you think George 


Allen, for example, 
would 


feel if he lost Roman Gabriel 
for the play-offs because of 
an injury suffered in one of 
the "lame-duck" g a m e s ? 
The same goes for Bud 
Grant, if he lost Joe Kapp. 
or Blanton Collier if he lost 
Leroy Kelly? At this stage, 
coaches have to approach 
their remaining games with 
one eye on the play-offs. 


The situation, of course, 


brings up some interesting 
points. The risk of injury is 
most important. The only so- 
lution is using regulars less 
and substitutes more. Hut 
this tarings up the momen- 
tum thing. During the course 
of a season, a team builds 
up unity, pride, if you must 
—and to break up a defen- 
sive unit or an offensive unit 
just before the play-offs is 
hardly advisable. When you 
put them back together, a 
certain degree ol momentum 
is invariably lost. 


As for the individual play- 


er, keeping sharp is no prob- 
lem. 
After 
playing 
f i v c 


months 
of 
tuot'ball. 
some 


rest actually would do them 
good. At this stage of the 
season, a minimum oi work 
is required to keep a com- 
petitive edge. And lor the 
first 
time 
in the 
season, 


most 
ol the players can

Hut on game days, 


players will gut themselves 
ernotiunalh prepared. Once 
they get on the fit-Id, they'll 
give their usual 100 per cent 


The onl\ plasers who tall 


into it 'problem" categoi \ 


are the ones with injuries. 
Take Bill Nelsen, the Brown 
quarterback, or Craig Mor- 
ton, the Cowboys' quarter- 
can useback. Both have been 
injured during the season 
and, as quarterbacks, I know 
they can use some extra rest. 
Sitting out one game, or even 
two, w o u l d give them a 
chance to recuperate physic- 
ally and eliminate some of 
the mental strain that goes 
with preparing for a game. 
When the play-offs finally do 
arrive, they'll have a new- 
perspective. 


The depth of a particular 


team also dictates how much 
juggling a coach can do. The 
Vikings, for example, have 
only five defensive linemen 
and four of them have to 
play. So they obviously can't 
rest everybody. But if any- 
body should be rested for the 
play-offs, it should be the 
quarterback and the running 
backs because they are the 
most susceptible to injury. 


If any team has gained 


anything from this "lame- 
duck" season 
so far, I'd 


say it's the Rams. Losing to 
Minnesota 
was 
the 
best 


thing 
that 
c o u l d 
have 


happened 
to them. They 


would have had a bigger 
problem on their hands had 
they won. Now that the pros- 
pect of an unbeaten season 
has 
been 
shattered, 
the 


Rams can start preparing for 
the return match for the 
Western Conference cham- 
pionship with a lot less pres- 
sure on them 


On the other side of the 


coin, one might consider how 
the also-rans—there are 12 
of them in the NFL now— 
feel about the "lame-duck" 
games. Even though 
they 


won't be going to a post- 
season play-off game, 1 don't 
think lack of incentive will 
be a problem. That $25,000 
that goes with winning the 
Super Howl isn't the only 
thing that motivates ioothail 
players. There is also ncxl 
year's salary. Hut with pi < > • 
pride is the most impm i.mi 
thing.

Outboard motor r a c i n g , 


quite truthfully, rates some- 
where b e h i n d polo as a 
g l a m o r sport and its re- 
deeming aspects are not 
spendable. Money in motor- 
boat racing is about as rare 
as crocodiles in Indiana. 


Except for a. rare meet 


like the $50,000 O u t b o a r d 
World Championship here— 
which actually is more or 
less a publicity gimmick to 
p r o m o t e d e v e l o p m e n t 
around this man-made lake 
in the middle of an Arizona 
desert—pay-offs usually con- 
sist of a $50 check and a S10 
trophy, or vice versa. 


Petty won all of $3,000 for 


his 27 victories. 


"If they wanted to make 


money, they could open a 
laundry," says Robert P. 
McCulloch, the Lake Havasu 
City race's founder. "These 
men are not in it for the 
money. They're in it for the 
thrill of winning." 


Most of the 
123 drivers 


who competed here already 
own a laundry or the equiva- 
lent. They have to. "There's 
no way to make money in 
this s'port." says M i k e 
Quale, who teaches geogra- 
phy and takes photographs 
five days a week. "If I fig- 
ured up how much racing 
boats cost me, I'd quit." 


As a man who owns two 


small companies in Wapa- 
koneta. Ohio. Petty 
says, 


"You wouldn't believe the 
p e o p 1 c who race 
boats. 


Schoolteachers, m e a t cut- 
ters . . . everybody does 
something else." 


Until 
two y e a r s ago, 


Petty's waking hours were 
spent making his businesses 
go. Then a neighbor allowed 
him to drive his boat, a high- 
powered craft that zippetl 


along at 75 miles an hour. 
"That ruined me," he says. 


Bill Petty is a big, friendly 


fellow with a flat-top hair- 
cut, sideburns and the pre- 
amble to a paunch. At 36. he 
is three years younger than 
Neil Armstrong, the astro- 
naut who last summer be- 
came the first man to walk 
on the moon. 


"There were 
not many 


p e o p l e 
in Wapak (pro- 


nounced 'Wah-pok' by na- 
tives) interested in model 
airplanes," Petty said, ex- 
plaining his association with 
Armstrong. "I think we met 
when I was in the seventh 
grade and he was a sopho- 
more in high school." 


The two boys flew engine- 


driven models in open fields 
a r o u n d Wapakoneta until 
Armstrong 
went away to 


college. The t r a n s i t i o n 
proved profitable for Petty. 
"He (Armstrong) could get 
the kind of propellers I liked 
at Purdue," he said. 


P e t t y remembers Arm- 


strong as a quiet guy "who 
lived to fly like I live to race 
boats now." Petty's pretty 
wife, 
Marilyn, 
remembers 


him somewhat differently. 


"Neil was a lot like Bill," 


she says. "They didn't know 
girls existed until they were 
about 17. 


"I was r o o m i n g with 


Neil's sister, June, at nurs- 
ing school in Lima, Ohio, the 
first time I ever even no- 
ticed him. Neil had come 
home from Korea and June 
got him to put on his full- 
dress Navy u n i f o r m and 
stand in front of the nurses' 
home. We all ran to the win- 
dows and looked down at 
him. I thought he was a real 
good-looking fellow. He still 
is."

someone scores on me, one- 
on-one. It fealty bugs me. 
but I wipe it out of my mind 
right away. 1 make a mental 
note and'tell myself, 'The 
next time he comes at me, 
I'll 
stop 
him.' 
It's 
bad 


enough to make a mistake, 
but why make things worse 
by getting mad at yourself? 
Heck, by the time you snap 
out of it, the same guy 
might score three or four 
more on you. And what's left 
after that, e x c e p t getting 
even madder?" 


To preserve his noncha- 


lance, F r a z i e r says he 
spends game days shopping 
for clothes, usually. Some- 
times he just sleeps the day 
away. And never does he dis- 
turb his relaxation by think- 
ing about basketball. 


"I try to avoid getting 


keyed up before a 'game. In 
fact, I don't think about a 
game until the opening tip- 
off. Even during warmups, I 
try to think of other things, a 
sweater I just bought, or a 
suit, or even something that 
happened that day. Gelling 
keyed up before a game is 
bad because it clogs your 
mind. When I play, I want 
my mind to be clear so I can 
bethinking all the time." 


It also is Frazier's conten- 


tion that, in an 82-game sea- 
son, the risk of becoming 
emotionally drained is high. 


"I've seen guys psyched up 


game after game early in 
the season, but near the end, 
when it really counts, they 
wind up going through the 
motions. There's no way you 


can get high for 82 straight 
games. T h e r e are some 
teams yon like to beat more 
than others, sure, but you've 
got to keep your perspective. 
And after e v e r y 
game, 


you've got to unwind, get it 
out of your system and for- 
get. 1 usually go out and 
have a couple of drinks." 


Nicknamed "Clyde" by his 


teammates (a flippant'trib- 
ute to his pass-stealing and 
his p e n c h a n t for wearing 
hats of 1930 vintage), Frazier 
says at least part of the 
Knicks' success this season 
can be attributed to a feeling 
of relaxed professionalism. 
Coolness, if you will. 


"This is a loose club, very 


loose. Playing is a lot of fun 
for us, believe it or not. Get- 
ting beat by San Francisco 
in the sixth game of the sea- 
son took a lot of pressure 
off. We're not w o r r y i n g 
about p r o t e c t i n g any un- 
beaten streaks now. We go 
out and win 24 of our first 25 
games and nobody's worry- 
ing about losing that first 
one. That loss may even 
have been good for us. 


"When you're playing re- 


laxed, things come automati- 
cally. Tell you the truth. I 
hardly ever work on my de- 
fense any more. When I was 
in college (Southern Illinois), 
I spent hours on top of hours 
working on my defense. But 
I don't worry about defense 
any more. I don't w o r r y 
about anything. L e a d e r s 
aren't supposed to worry. 
either."

LOS ANGELES (AP) - One 


of the five persons charged with 
murdering Sharon Tate and four 
others says the killings were 
planned to "instill fear in man" 
-and 
that the victims' identity 


was unknown to the slayers. 


Susan Atkins, 21, made the 


statement in a 6,000-word story 
under her byline in Sunday's 
Los Angeles Times. 


Lawrence Schiller, a free- 


lance writer whose byline ap- 
pears on the copyright story 
with hers, told newsmen he and 
another 
journalist 
whom he 


didn't identify 
produced 
the 


story by editing tape recordings 
of jail conversations with Miss 
Atkins. 


The article says the group 


killed the pregnant, 26-year-old 
actress and four of her friends 
at her estate Aug. 9 without 
knowing who they were.

names the next day in a news- 
cast. Miss Atkins' account says: 


"We watched the newscast 


and it kind of—it really helped 
me to know that the people were 
as important as they were. It 
blew my mind. 


"There was a comment made 


by one of us that what had hap- 
pened had served its purpose. 
That was to instill fear in man 
himself,

ment. 


"That's what it was done for

Miss Atkins says that after 


the group shot and stabbed the 
five, she soaked a towel in blood 
and smeared the word "Pig" on 
a door as one of the others 
asked her to. As she approached 
the actress' body she says, she 
thought of Miss Tales' baby, 
who would have been born in a 
few weeks.

I flashed. Wow, there's 


a living being in there . . . I 
knew it w<ts living . . .

207,000-ton Dutch 
supertanker 


Marpessa became the biggest 
ship ever sunk when she went 
down early today off the West 
African coast. 


The Marpessa, owned by Roy- 


al Dutch Shell, was ripped by an 
explosion and fire last Friday. 
The crewmen put out the blaze, 
but water poured into the engine 
room and the tanker began to 
sink stern first.

JERUSALEM (AP) - 
Pre- 


mier Golda Meir presented her 
new coalition government to the 
Israeli Parliament today and 
pledged that Israel will hold on 
to the Arab Territory it occu- 
pied in the 1967 war until peace 
comes to the Middle East. 


The 71-year-old woman leader 


said, however, that Israel will 
never despair of seeking peace 
with its Arab neighbors. 


She blasted the Soviet Union, 


charging it with supplying arms 
for the Arabs to use in attempt- 
ing to destroy Israel. She said 
since the 19G7 war the Russians 
have furnished Egypt $2 billion 
worth of military equipment 
and Syria and Iraq $GOO million 
worth. 


She said the Russians are not 


interested in a peaceful settle- 
ment in the Middle East, for 
"without tension in the area the 
chief reason for Soviet influence 
in it would disappear." She also 
attacked France for refusing to 
deliver the 50 Mirage jet fight- 
ers Israel purchased and Brit- 
ain for reneging on an ag^ee- 
ment to sell Israel Chieftain 
tanks. 


Mrs. Meir stressed Israel's 


long friendship with the United 
States but spoke of a ''contra-

cial Security benefits by 15 per 
cent. The Senate tacked on 
these benefits in a rider to its 
tax reform bill but went further, 
boosting the minimum monthly

The center of action this week 


is the conference committee, 
where moves are expected to 
scale down the new Social Secu- 
rity benefits and tax slashes the 
Senate added during floor de- 
bate. 


One of the biggest issues of 


about 100 substantial differences 
will be whether to grant tax re- 
lief to the nation's 70 million 
taxpayers 
through a cut in 


rates, as voted by the House, or 
by an Increase in the exemption 
from $GOO to $800, as voted by 
the Senate.

workers, by deskmt-n and bell- 
boys at the hotel he uses, as a 
base while hunting and by oth- 
ers who learn of his status. 


"Found a place to live yet?" 


has almost leplaced "Glad to 
meet you" as a greeting for new 


coworkers. 


The depth 
of emotion ex- 


pressed by the wellwisher is a 
good indication of the time lapse 
since he went through the same 
trauma. 


"Just moved into the city?" a 


waitress asks a customer read- 
ing the real estate ads over his 
breakfast coffee. "Still looking 
for a place to live? Miserable 
isn't it?" 


Such expressions of concern 


can go a long way toward 
sub- 


duing the waves of frustration 
and hopelessness that engulf the 
home hunter after a few days 
of futile search. 


Of more questionable value is 


the abundance of advice veter- 
ans of the home-hunting 
cam- 


paign give to the greenhorn. 
The ideas are valid in most 
ca^es, but, unfortunately, also

of traffic accidents for November 
in Southwest Arkansas was re- 
leased today by State Police Cap- 
tain Milton Mosier, cominander 
of the Hope District, Mwter said 
that statewMe, tr^ric death. 
claimed thrlives Wflfl persons 
In November, life said this com- 
pares to 80 deaths for November 
of 1968, or a reduction of 25 
deaths. Eleven of the 55 fatali- 
ties occurred in the 12 counties 
composing the Hope District. 
According to the report, Miller 
County recorded 4 traffic fatal- 
ities, Nevada County reported 2, 
and the counties of Columbia, 
Howard, Lafayette, Little River, 
and Sevier recorded 1 each. 1 
death each occurred in the city 
of Texarkana and Emerson. 


Mosier said troopers assigned 


to the Hope District investigated 
123 accidents during November. 
He said troopers cited failure to 
yield and inattention as the lead- 
ing causes of the 123 accidents. 


Miller County recorded the 


highest rate, with 15 accidents in 
November. Little River recorded 
14 accidents, Nevada 12, Folk 
10, Sevier 9, Pike 8, Howard 
and Lafayette 5 each, and Mont- 
gomery County 2 accidents dur- 
ing November. 


Statewide, Mosier said troop- 


ers investigated 980 accidents. 
Excessive speed was cited as the 
leading cause of traffic acci- 
dents. Mosier urged motorists 
to drive with extreme caution 
during the approaching Christ- 
mas season. He safcj the true 
spirit of Christmas cotiW be lost 
in a split second lapse of good 
judgement, which oftentimes re- 
sults in a traffic accident.

of CBS Saturday. It was an unu« 
sual and often perceptive story 
about a young Negro growing 
up in a tough slum. 


The 100-ydar»old story of Hans 


Brinker was full of fascinating 
film shot in Holland in winter 
and part of the show seemed 
like

show. The story was heavy with 
plot and, since It was acted seri- 
ously, was often quite painful— 
as 
when

impoverished 


Brinker children were being 
taunted and snubbed by a nasty 
little snob.

not all stories are 


susceptible to musical adapta- 
tion. The production numbers 
seemed to be dragged in by the 
heels and the principals had a 
way of bursting into song—pret- 
ty forgettable tunes—in a most 
awkward fashion.

The tale is set in the 1830s in a 


town near Amsterdam and the 
show benefitted by the period 
sets and quaint costumes. Hans 
and the silver skates—a prize in 
a skating race—were only inci- 
dental to the story about how 
Hans persuaded a famous sur- 
geon to operate on his ailing 
father. 


Eleanor Parker played the

"J.T." was the little boy who 


in the opening scene was shown- 
stealing a transistor radio from 
a car.

around rubbish-littered streets 
and up the stairs of a shabby 
tenement. The story was about 
J.T. finding a sick cat, attempt- 
ing to nurse it and feed it back 
to health, only to have it die.

story at face value, but it has

Cost-Profit 
Squeeze Hits 
Toymaking Elves

NEW YORK-(NEA)-Vic- 


tor H e r b e r t immortalized 
toyland as "dear little girl 
and boy land." He didn't 
know what a prophet he was. 
It is indeed "dear." 


With each Christmas 
sea- 


son, 
the price of toys in- 


creases. It's difficult to find 
a toy for under $10 and no 
trouble at all to find one at 
$20 or over. 


Does this mean 


toymakers laugh all the way 
to the bank? "Not 
so," said 


Saul Robbins, chairman of 
the board of one of Amer- 
ica's five top toy companies, 
Remco, and a spokesman for 
the industry. 


Higher toy prices. Robbins 


explained, rather than indi- 
cating excessively high prof- 
its for toy manufacturers, 
r e f l e c t the increasingly 
costly process involved in de- 
signing, producing and 
mar- 


keting ultrasophisticated 
toys on a mass scale. , ,., 
"" '"Making ilnd m'ar'ktetii^'a 
toy today is not a simple 
task performed by a handful 
of people," he said. "It is a 
large, complex team effort, 
involving hundreds of 
per- 


sons and the expenditure of 
substantial outlays of money. 


"Parents object to paying 


today's prices, yet they de- 
mand stronger and better 
toys." 


Even with higher prices, 


though, Robbins b e l i e v e s 
that today's toys deliver as 
much or even more than 
many other products in the 
same price range. 


Typical of such excellent 


values is a battery telephone 
intercom set that sells for $7 
or $3 as a toy. Yet the same 
item has been sold for $16 as 
an inexpensive intercom set 
by an electronics house. 


"As much metal wiring 


goes into some electronic 
toys as goes into a real ra- 
dio," Robbins sa'd. "Yet the 
tovs are priced far below the 
radio."

"Some toy industry engi- 
neers," he said, "are to ex- 
pert that they are capable ol 
designing Jet aircraft," 


To produce extremely s> 
phisticated toys on a mass 
basis also requires the pur- 
chase and maintenance of 
h i g h l y expensive injection 
molding machines that make 
the toys' component parts. 
The cost of these machines 
has risen nearly 30 per cent 
over the past five years. 


In today's self-service re- 


tailing, packaging has be- 
come .a major factor in the 
merchandising of toys. And 
the cost of packaging Has 
risen four t i m e s in the 
course of one year, accord- 
ing to Robbins. 


"Practically speaking, 'the 
best toys cost the most 
money,'r he said. "The real 
test is to ask a parent to 
choose, regardless of price, 
the toy he would like to buy. 
In most cases, the higher- 
priced toy is selected. And 
that's simply because 
it's 
the best toy." 


Parents often attack to-

Recession Signs Pile Up; 
Question Is: How Much?

Signs are b e c o m i n g in- 


creasingly clear that the 
U.S. economy may be head- 
ing into a recession. 


The wishful thinkers are 


trying hard to wish it away, 
but among those who have 
to be listened to, on the basis 
of how often they've been 
right in the past, there's a 
growing consensus of reces- 
sion. The question for most 
is now not so much whether 
as how much. 


Far up on the list of those 


who can't be ignored be- 
cause they've so often been 
right is Henry Kaufman, a 
man who bears two titles- 
partner and economist—in 
the giant investment bank- 
ing firm of Salomon Broth- 
ers & Hutzler, one of the 
country's major financial in- 
stitutions. 


Speaking at an 
Institu- 


tional Investors Conference 
in London recently, Kauf- 
man said flatly that the time

for a shakeout is here, when 
the economy is going to have 
to pay for its excesses of the 
past. Here's how the scene 
looks: 


During the entire decade 


of the '60s, gross national 
product in the United States 
showed "a spectacular 
in- 


crease"—and growth of the 
GNP is supposedly a key in- 
dication of economic vigor. 
In the second half of this 
decade, however, we've had 
"an unhealthy economic ad- 
vance which has caused re- 
curring financial strains, a 
high rate of inflation and ex- 
pectations of everlasting in- 
flation." 


More than three years, 


ago, painfully tight money 
p r o d u c e d the " c r e d i t 
crunch" of 1966. Now we 
have what Kaufman terms 
the "supercrnnch." There's 
little mortgage money avail- 
able for home buyers, and 
interest rates of 8M> and 9 
per cent have simply shut 
the door on many would-be 
buyers. 


Corporate borrowers are 


little better off. "Only busi- 
ness corporations with the 
highest credit rating," says 
Kaufman, "still have access 
to straight long-term debt 
financing" in the bond mar- 
ket. State and local govern- 
ments "have been 
signifi- 


cantly c u r t a i l e d in their 
long-term financing." 


Where has all the money 


gone? We've developed an 
economic climate that has 
"severely distorted spend- 
ing, saving and investing de- 
cisions." Savings funds are 
flowing out. of deposit insti- 
tutions at an alarming rate. 


Final note on "unhealthy 


growth": Since early 1966, 
while the GNP was shooting 
upward 8 per cent a year, 
Dow-J o n e s i n d u s t r i a l s 
showed an over-all decline 
of more than 18 per cent, 
plunging 70 points early this 
month to a three-year low. 


Listening to this roll call 


of all the things that have 
gone wrong, it's hard to dis- 
agree with Kaufman's pre- 
diction that: "We are now 
at or very close to a show- 
down in the clash between 
the excesses of the economy 
and the efforts of our author- 
ities to restrain it, and thus 
to restore a sustainable en- 
vironment." 


And he scoffs at the notion 


that all we need is "a little 
slowdown for a few months, 
and inflation will be phased 
out and 
stability 
will 
re- 


turn." What's required, he 
says toughly, is "at least a 
mild but sustained business 
re c e s s i o n—which indeed 
seems near at hand." He 
forecasts, for 1970, "a major 
profit squeeze," with a drop 
averaging 15 to 20 per cent. 


It sounds as if we're due 


to swallow some bitter medi- 
cine and. as always, nobody 
enjoys taking medicine. Hut 
if Kaufman and an impres-

Teach Your Child 


Sledding Safety Rules 


By WAYNE G. BRANDSTADT, M.D. 


Every snow storm is an 


incentive for your child to 
go sledding, especially if 
there is a hill nearby. Before 
he goes out, you should make 
sure he is wearing a hat, 
jacket, gloves and boots. It 
is also wise to make sure 
the sled has no broken parts 
or jagged edges. 


Accidents are best avoided 


by knowing in advance what 
to expect. The commonest 
sledding accidents have re- 
sulted from coasting into the 
path of an automobile. The 
driver, may.,,,fail- -to see the, 
sled because it is ; so close 
to the ground and because, 
even if he sees it, it may be 
hard to stop quickly enough 
on an icy road. 


Hitching a sled to a truck 


or auto is especially danger- 
ous at intersections because 
another vehicle approaching 
at a right angle can easily 
miss seeing the child, par- 
ticularly 
in 
the 
twilight 


hours after school. Further- 
more, a sudden stop may 
send 
the 
sled under the 


wheels of the car. 


The sledding area should 


be completely covered with 
snow. Hitting a bare spot is 
likely to throw a child off 
his sled, possibly into a tree 
or post, and an icy spot 
makes it hard for him to 
control his sled. Slopes that 
are too steep are another 


source of danger. Sledding 
should never be attempted 
on a toboggan or ski run. 


The safest position on a 


sled is on the stomach with 
both arms and legs on the 
sled. If your child wears a 
long scarf make sure the 
ends are tucked inside his 
coat 
so they cannot get 


caught under the runners. 
Daredevil stunts, such as 
riding down a slope back- 
ward, is as dangerous as it 
is foolish. This applies to 
anything that makes steer- 
ing, the sled -more jdiffieult* 


it your child sees that he 


cannot avoid a crash, he 
should roll off his sled but 
not let go of it. A riderless 
sled may hit another child 
and cause serious injury. 
Good manners and consid- 
eration for others are the 
key to safe sledding. 


Q—My 13-month-oltl daugh- 


ter holds her breath when 
she cries, then she passes 
out for a few seconds. Could 
this cause brain damage? 


A—No. She will outgrow 


the habit before she is 5.

blood, sweat and tears shared 
by nearly evei yone of moderate 
or lower income who has tried 
to find a place to live in this city 
where living space is one of the 
rarest commodities. 


The newcomer is welcomed 


into the club by lu's new fellow 
workers, by desknu-n and bell- 
boys at the hotel he uses as a 
base while hunting and by oth- 
ers who learn of his status. 


"Found a place to live yet?" 


has almost ieplaced "Glad to 
meet you" as a greeting for new 


coworkers. 


The depth of emotion ex- 


pressed by the wellwisher is a 
good indication of the time lapse 
since he went through the same 
trauma. 


"Just moved into the city?" a 


waitress asks a customer read- 
ing the real estate ads over his 
breakfast coffee. "Still looking 
for a place to live? Miserable 
isn't ii?" 


Such expressions of concern 


can go a long way toward sub- 
duing the waves of frustration 
and hopelessness that engulf the 
home hunter after a few days 
of futile search. 


Of more questionable value is 


the abundance of advice veter- 
ans of the home-hunting cam- 
paign give to the greenhorn. 
The ideas are valid in most 
ca~es, but, unfortunately, also
